THE WARREN CHURCH CASE. 
A Verdict of $699.06 Rendered in Favor 
of the Plaintiff. 


The case of George W. Richards, a Hol- 
yoke contractor, against Rev. John Ww. 
Leonard of Warren and trustees, came be- 
fore the October term of the superior court 
at Springfield and has been decided in favor 
of the plaintiff. The case was began last 
week and was finished Tuesday. It ap- 
peared from the evidence that the plaintiff 
had contracted to build a church for the de- 
fendant, and have it completed at a speci- 
fied time. If the church was not completed 
at the time mentioned in the contract, then 
the contractor was to forfeit $10 for each 
day overtime. It took the contractor 100 
days overtime, and thus according to the 
contract, he would forfeit $1000. He, on the 
other hand, claimed that he was delayed by 
the defendant not furnishing him the stone 
for the building on time. The jury after 
being out for several hours brought in a 
verdict of $69906 for the plaintiff, which 
was not as large as the bills rendered, and is 
rather favorable to the defendant’s view of 
the case.

Fire-Proof Vault Wanted for Storage of 
District Court Records. 


Judge Leach is endeavoring to get the 
county commissioners to provide a fire- 
proof vault for the records of the Eastern 
Hampden district court, which have been 
stored, since the establishment of the court, 
in a wooden case in one of the ante-rooms. 
In case of fire they would in all probability 
be destroyed, being at the rear of the build- 
ing, and farthest from the stairway. The 
proposition is to build a vault in the room 
now used for the storage of the records, and 
this will very likely be done. The records 
have been sorted recently, and some in- 
teresting matters were brought to light. 
The records in the pending cases were 
separated from the others and placed by 
themselves, and show that the first case still 
on the docket as undisposed of is numbered 
564 and was entered the third Saturday in 
July, 1876, before Judge Allen, Joseph 
Thompson against William Ingraham, both 
of Palmer. There are several cases dated 
1876, and then each succeeding year has a 
few, the last case having been entered the 
fifth Saturday in October, 1898, and num- 
bered 2736. There are 4 number of the 
old cases where either the plaintiff or de- 
fendant has since died, and many ef them 
will probably never be heard of again. In- 
teresting questions are brought up by these 
old records. Attachments on real estate 
were made in many of the cases, and it 
might be interesting to know if, as years 
went by and the cases were untouched, 
these attachments were dissolved before the 
property changed hands, as some of it has 
numerous times since.

When one native wishes 
to attract another to come his way he makes 
a sort of hissing sound such as we use to 
command silence, and extending the arm in 
a horizontal position, palin down, makes & 
motion by dropping the hand, using the 
wrist joint as a pivot. This struck me as 
exceedingly funny. 
I made very good use of the Spanish 
grammar on the way out, and had a few 
phrases at my command when I landed, so 
that now I carry ona sort of conversation 
providing I wave my hands a good deal by 
way of explanation or to bridge over a miss- 
ing word or two. Every evening I sit out 
on the Plaza and make an attempt to talk to 
any native who feels inclined that way; at 
other times I read up my grammar and find 
myself a little farther advanced each day.

Then, as we 
were marching on, the man in front of me 
was shot through the fleshy part of the eye- 
brow by a piece of shell. When we were & 
quarter of a mile from our place in line one 
of our men had a ball go through his haver- 
sack and just graze his leg. He kept right 
on with us. 

Going up the hill on that charge of San 
Juan I felt something hit me in the left 
breast and [ thought I was gone up sure. I 
tore open my blue shirt, but saw no hole and 
no blood, and then started on again, when I 
felt something bit me on the right side. I 
looked down and there were three thimbles 
of my belt just cut off as clean as if it had 
been done with a knife. After we took the 
hill I examined my breast again and found 
that the ball had passed through my shirt 
pocket, where I bad extra ammunition. It 
dented four of these cartridges 80 that they 
could not be used at all. So I think God 
was watching over me pretty closely, and I 
thanked him for it, too. 


It seemed strange to me, after the battle 
was over the first day, how a man could go 
into battle and not fear death, or even think 
about it. All you think about is whipping 
the enemy and getting their position. On 
the 2d we intrenched ourselves in a sunken 
road on the hill we had taken, but didn’t do 
a thing but hold it, and take more ground 
from them, too. They made a night attack 
on us that night but we drove them off in 
no time. On the same night about 12 
o'clock I was taken with cramps in wy 
bowels. I thought it was because we had 
nothing to eat since the night of the 30th. 
In the morning I was worse, but about ten 
o’clock got a little better, but could not 
stand up. At 4 p. m. I was taken again 
with cramps and kept getting worse. The 
captain had me carried down to the hospital. 
When I reached there my stomach was all 
bloated. The doctor said I had appendicitis. 
They were going to operate on me, when a 
man was brought in whose leg had to be 
taken off, so they left me until later. They 
kept putting it off, and on the 14th they sent 
me down to Siboney to goon board of the 
hospital ship, as I was beginning to get 
better. Well, it was a drive of 11 miles 
from the hospital to tke ship and awful 
rough, and it shook me up so that I got 
worse.

ROOSEVELT is elected in New York, his 
majority being about 20 000.

A 
claim of this kind is always readily be- 
lieved, many times without any investiga- 
tion whatever. Those who know Mr. Cush- 
man and his record as a manufacturer have 
an altogether different view of the matter.

Belchertown’s Proposed Pickle Factory. 

There was a large attendance at the Belch- 
ertown town hall last week Thursday night 
for the purpose of considering the pickle 
company's proposition. lL. W. Dillon pre- 
sided, and introduced Mr. Shedd, a repre- 
sentative of a New York pickling company. 
He said this company had 14 factories in op- 
eration, and paid the farmers 70 cents a 
bushel for cucumbers. The white spine is 
the only kind of cucumbers they will accept, 
while the average amount received from 
each acre is from $80 to $100. A bonus of 
$10 an acre is required the first year only, 
for the purpose of remunerating the com- 
pany for building, as in case of the failure 
of the farmers to produce the required quan- 
tity of cucumbers, the building would be a 
dead loss to the company, it being so con- 
structed that it cannot be used for any other 
business than for a pickling factory. There 
is no doubt that Belchertown will not only 
furnish the required acreage, but can offer 
many facilities not available in other towns. 
Dickinson Bros. have offered a sight, and 38 
acres have been guaranteed. The following 
committee was appointed: B. Howard, Nel- 
son Randall, A. C. Smith, Dwight R. Nut- 
ting, W. M. Goodell, Guy C. Allen, E. B.

Belchertown's Proposed Pickle Factory. 


There was a large attendance at the Belch- 
ertown town hall last week Thursday night 
for the purpose of considering the pickle 
company’s proposition. L. W. Dillon pre- 
sided, and introduced Mr. Shedd, a repre- 
sentative of a New York pickling company. 
He said this company had 14 factories in op- 
eration, and paid the farmers 70 cents a 
bushel for cucumbers. The white spine is 
the only kind of cucumbers they will accept, 
while the average amount received from 
each acre is from $80 to $100. A bonus of 
$10 an acre is required the first year only, 
for the purpose of remunerating the com- 
pany for building, as in case of the failure 
of the farmers to produce the required quan- 
tity of cucumbers, the building would be a 
dead loss to the company, it being so con- 
structed that it cannot be used for any other 
business than for a pickling factory. There 
is no doubt that Belchertown will not only 
furnish the required acreage, but can offer 
many facilities not available in other towns. 
Dickinson Bros. have offered a sight, and 38 
acres have been guaranteed. The following 
committee was appointed: B. Howard, Nel- 
son Randall, A. C. Smith, Dwight R. Nut- 
ting, W. M. Goodell, Guy C. Allen, E. B.

The youngest of the family died a year ago 


at the age of $1. Mrs. Green recalls that as 
a child she attended ‘‘meeting” two miles or

The propensity of the average Polander to 
rush into law at the slightest provoca- 
tion has been mentioned before in thexe 
columns.

Instead of falling head over heels into our 
arms in their anxiety to be annexed, they 
appear to have a decided tendency toward 
self-government, and under Aguinaldo are 
giving no little trouble, or promise of it. 


THE hospital ship Bay State, so nobly 
fitted out for the aid of our soldier boys in 
Cuba and Porto Rico, has been sold to the 
United States government for $100,000, con- 
siderably less than the original cost, and 
will be sent to Cuba. The Volunteer Aid 
Association will have about $75,000 on its 
hands, thanks to the quick and generous 
responses from Massachusetts people when 
aid was asked in fitting out the vessel. 





Ir 1s somewhat of a question whether we 
get the Philippines or not. Spain said she 
wouldn’t give them up, and we told her 
she’d got to, but that we'd pay for them. 
Meanwhile peace negotiations have been at 
a standstill for a week, pending Spain’s de- 
cision, which was banded to the American 
commission yesterday. No one knows, offi- 
cially, what the contents is, but it is sus- 
pected that if Spain gives them up she will 
attempt to saddle the entire Philippine debt 
upon Uncle Sam. 





Muc# interest is manifested in the Har- 
vard-Yale football game at New Haven to- 
morrow. Harvard has whitewashed Penn- 
sylvania, and Yale has been whitewashed 
by Princeton. In addition Harvard’s team 
seems to be in good condition this year, 
while Yale’s is confessedly weak. It may 
be that Harvard’s turn has come at last. 
There’ll be a crowd at the game to-morrow, 
and enthusiasm to burn—until the result is 
known, then a redoubling on one side and 
corresponding despondency on the other. 





Tue French court of cassation, which is 
engaged in a revision of the Dreyfus case, 
has decided that Dreyfus may be told of the 
proceedings and be given an opportunity to 
prepare his case. This result has been 
brought about by the unceasing efforts of 
his wife, who has left nothing undone which 
could possibly be brought to bear upon the 
authorities. It would be somewhat sur- 
prising if he were to be released finally, 
though this is quite unhkely in view of the 
manner in which the courts over there bring 
verdicts against whom they please in spite 
of the evidence, when prominent officials 
would be inconvenienced otherwise.

THERE is a growing feeling among the 
merchants of Palmer that an all-night 
police service is needed in the village. The 
present service is only until 12 o’clock, at 
which time the street lights go out, and 
those who bave given the matter thought 
feel that the greatest danger lies after that 
time. The village, by reason of its three 
railroads reaching in five directions, gets an 
undesirable lot of flotsam at times, and the 
past proves that nearly all burglaries and 


serious misdemeanors are Committed after 
midnight.

All the crew were saved, The vessel later 
yrent ashore on Cat island, one of the Ba- 
pamas, and is in such condition that she will 
be abandoned. The government will try 
apd secure one of the Spanish vessels at 


least, and will now devote its attention to 
the Cristobal Colon. After Hobson had suc- 
ceeded in raising the Maria Teresa it is too 
bad that she should be lost.

Wants an Accounting. 


The case of Mrs. Julia Smith of Monson 
against H. A. McFarland of Wales is at- 
tracting considerable attention in Palmer, 
where Mr. McFarland is well known, being 
special trial justice of the Eastern Hampden 
district court. Mrs. Smith asks that Mr. 
McFarland’s accounts as administrator of 
her husband’s estate be examined, and that 
some charges be allowed, others demanded, 
etc., and states that there are grounds for the 
petition. On the other hand, Mr. McFar- 
land says the accounts are correct, and he is 
quite ready for an examination of them. 
Regarding the personal property which the 
petitioner claims has not been accounted for 
he says he never saw any of it; the watch 
mentioned he has seen, but not since the 
death of Mr. Smith, and it has never been in 
his possession. The note mentioned did not 
come into his hands as administrator, and 
he has never seen it; the maker of the note, 
however, showed him a copy, which shows 
that the death of Mr. Smith canceled the note. 
Mr. McFarland says her property was never 
assigned to him, with or without considera- 
tion. He considers that in the settlement of 
the estate Mrs. Smith received more than 
her legal share, but it was by the wish of 
the other heirs, who wished to deal liberally 
with her. Owing to Mr. McFarland’s posi- 
tion as trial justice, his position is somewhat 
unusual. He is familiar with the duties of 
an administrator, has some knowledge of 
law, and probably knows where he stands in 
this matter.

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The Germans are here in force, and we 
are not friendly with them; our relations 
might even be called strained. They openly 
sympathize and fraternize with the Span- 
iards, and are constantly doing things which 
the laws of international courtesy would 
dub impolite. For instance, this is a block- 
aded port, and the foreign war ships are 
here by permission and courtesy of Admiral 
Dewey. A German gunboat came steaming 
in last week by our fleet, taking no notice of 
us. She was spoken to, and answered not, 
but steamed on. She then had a solid shot 
dropped under her bow, which was an inti- 
mation that the next would be put into her 
—a high-handed proceeding, of course. She 
stopped then, and got permission to go in to 
the German anchorage.

He was 
not molested for a couple of hours, when 
our admiral sent over a lieutenant, asking 
why the salute to the American flag was 
omitted, also the usual and necessary 
formalities and courtesies due to a blockad- 
ing squadron. The Austrian captain coldly 
said it would have been inconvenient, and 
thought this closed the conversation. But 
Dewey’s lieutenant said :—

The 
German was wuch gratified, and asked for 
the name and address of the gentleman re- 
ferred to. ‘‘Admiral Dewey, on board the 
Oly mpia,’”’ replied Chichester, thereby mak- 
ing the Dutchman very sick. 

The English officers here are warmly 
friendly to us. They openly say that when 
we start to take Manila, if the Germans 
attempt to bother us, the English ships will 
surely fire upon the former. So you can 
see how strained are our relations with the 
Dutch, and, naturally, we want the 
Monterey with us, as her big guns would be 
most comforting to have ready for use. My 
personal belief is that the Germans have no 
intention of quarreling with us, but are de- 
termined to drag up some territory in this 
part of the world.

IN MEMORY OF DR. RAND. 


Rev. Harry Blackford’s Tribute to his Life 
and Works. 


It is a recognized fact that many times 
great laws are brought to our notice more 
forcibly by the shock which attends their 
violation than by the harmony which comes 
{rom their normal operation. So in buman 
life the shock which follows upon the sudden 
taking away of any individual will fix our 
attention upon his life and character, thus 
enabling us to see and prize him for what he 
really was better than when he lived and 
moved among us in bis accustomed way. 
And even then we cannot at once perceive 
his real value. It takes time to understand 
a nature which is both broad and deep. 

So even now we are only beginning to 
know the loss we sustained in the death of 
Dr. N. Wheeler Rand. At the funeral the 
presence of bleeding hearts, the subdued ex- 
pressions of mingled love and sorrow told

the story of a beautiful life. In the midst of | 


a profusion of flowers which tender and lov- 
ing hands had brought stood the casket with | 
the mortal remains of him whose death is | 
mourned by the entire community. Those | 
who could not attend the regular funeral | 
service were granted an opportunity to view 
the remains at an earlier hour. And as the 
people came from every walk and condition | 
of life to see the face which for the first time 
did not greet them with a smile of recog- 
nition, the tears of little children, the sad- 
dened faces of the more matured, the bowed 
heads and quivering lips of the aged, were 
the silent but eloquent tributes paid to the 
memory of the departed and spoke of the 
large place he had found in the hearts of 
those among whom he had lived. 

Dr. Rand had been active in his profession 
in Monson almost twenty years, and died in 
the enjoyment of a large practice. Profes- 
sionally he was widely known beyond the 
limits of his own town, and repeatedly had 
prepared and read papers before the various 
medical societies of which he was a member. 
The Massachusetts Homeopathic Medical 
Society three times made him its vice presi- 
dent. He had delivered the annual oration 
before the society, which is the highest 
honor it can confer and which comes but 
once to any man. 
one of the regular lecturers before the medi- 
cal department of Boston University the 
coming winter, and was preparing these 
lectures at the time of his death. 

But though he had won a large measure of 
success in his profession, still his entire 
mind and interest were not confined within 
its limits. He found time to read and study 
along many lines of human interest, and 
was an intelligent and well-informed man in 
many subjects. He contributed articles not 
only to the various medical journals, but to 


the daily papers as well. He was gifted 
with a literary sense and published quite a 
number of his own poems, many of which 
possess real and recognized merit. Few 
persons outside the specialists were so 
keenly alive to the recent discoveries of 
science and to the development of philo- 
sophical thought. He had read many of the 
new books on suciology, and was especially 
interested in psychology, particularly as it 
was related to the child-mind. He carried 
this knowledge with him into the work for 
the public schools; and it is no disparage- 
ment to those who labored with him to say, 
what is universally conceded, that to him, 
more than to any other one person, belongs 
the credit of making the Monson schools 
what they are. He had been a member of 
the school committee for twelve yeurs, and 
its chairman nine; and in the discharge of 
his duties he gave ungrudgingiy of both bis 
time and energy. Butas his mind was not 
confined to the limits of his calling, so his 
interest in education was not confined to the 
schools with which he was officially con- 
nected. Though he had not enjoy: d all the 
advantages of a college training, still he 
appreciated their worth, and the host of 
young people whem he bas encouraged and 
helped in their « fforts toward a higher edu- 
cation stand as the living monuments of 
that interest. 

The intellectual quality of the man, how- 
ever, was indicated by his mental attitude 
rather than by his attainments. While he 
was not an iconoclast who delighted in 
shattering old idols, yet he did not hesitate 
to follow in the footsteps of truth, whereso- 
ever it might lead him. He did not belong 
to the multitude who allow some cherished 
theory or preconceived notion to blind their 
eyes to established facts. He was able and 
willing to follow a theory to its logical con- 
clusions and accept them as his own regard- 
less of what those about him might think. 
He did not feel called upon to apologize for 
Truth, but devoutly held that though re- 
jected now she must sometime rise in the 
majesty of her might and command recog- 
nition from even an unwilling world. 

Though be was a close student of books, 
yet he was not alienated in his sympathies 
from the great world of human life with its 
unceasing round of toil and suffering. He 
made many opportunities to do good; and 
many are the Lomes whose firesides he has 
made brighter by some act of kindness or 
deed of mercy. Even the dumb animals 
have reason to remember him as a friend 
who did wuch to prevent them needless suf- 
fering. It is a fact worthy of notice as one 
which was characteristic of the maz, that 
the last check signed by his own hand was 
for ten dollars in favor of the ‘* Massachu- 
setts Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals ”’ 

But his memory will not be cherished by 
those who knew bim must and loved him 
best, so much because of his intellectual 
power and acumen, or even because of the 
multitude of beneficent deeds that he 
wrought, as because of what he himself was. 
He was greater than anything he did or 
said. These things were but the natural and 
inevitable expression of his real nature. 
No one could come into close contact with 
him without feeling that they had found a 
man of rare parts. His writings as well as 
his daily bearing indicate a nature that de- 
lighted in the relations of home life. His 
favorite poets were those like Whittier, who 
lingered upon household themes. To few 
men have been granted so many friendships 
at once so deep and tender. His was a mind 
singularly pure and noble. He never per- 
mitted his thoughts to find pleasure in that 
which was low and degrading. His con- 
versation was free from all coarseness and 
he countenanced no impure allusions from 
others in his presence. And though he was 
not perfect, and was himself conscious of 
many mistakes, yet the weight of his life 
was on the side of righteousness and truth, 
and his influence shall forever be felt uplift- 
ing and ennobling the world.

ANOTHER LOCAL ANNIVERSARY. 
Dedication of the First Congregational 
Church in Thorndike, Noy. 22, 1848. 





The following communication is from the 
pen of Rev. Moses K. Cross, the first pastor 
of the Congregational church in Thorndike, 
now living in Waterloo, Iowa. It will be 
noticed that before the church was dedicated 
all dues were paid. The weather also was 
somewhat different from that of the present 
year, the “sleighing at that time being 
good;” 

Just fifty years ago, as I well remember, 
on a brisk November day, the first house of 
worship erected in the village of Thorndike, 
was publicly consecrated to the service of 
the Lord. The day was fine, the sleighing 
good, and the house was full, the people 
gathering from all parts of the town, at 
10 o’clock a. m., in the middle of the week, 
the pastor being assisted in the services by 
neighboring clergymen, Wilson of Palmer, 
Gale of Ware, Clancy of Belchertown, 
Tuck of Ludlow, and the venerable Dr. Ely 
of Monson

In the West it is the custom, or a custom, 
to run in debt in building a church edifice, 
and on dedicating it to send for some expert 
at raising money to preach the sermon, and 
before the prayer of dedication is offered to 
serve as auctioneer in raising the debt of

We had not learned that trick fifty years 
ago, but had raised the necessary funds

And I can 
recall only one or two families now living in

Olmstead removed to Cambridge to assume 
the pastorate of the Pilgrim Congregational 
church, where he remained seven years, dur- 
ing which time about 250 persons were 
received into fellowship and much material 
prosperity enjoyed. In 1883 he married Miss 
Charlotte A. Truesdell, who died in 18% 
after an illness of several months. During 
this illness their second son, Carroll H., 
passed away at the age of three years. A 
combined memorial volume was subse- 
quently issued by the Riverside Press. An 
older son, now in the Cambridge Latin 
school, survives. In 1896 Mr. Olmstead re- 
signed from the Cambridge church and spent 
a year partly in foreign travel and partly in 
pastoral service. The church, at his leav- 
ing, unanimously adopted resolutions ex- 
tolling in the highest terms Mr. Olmstead’s 
faithfulness and devotion to duty, his work 
for the promotion of the welfare of the city 
and state, his example of Christian living in 
every-day life, his earnest work among the 
children and young people, and heartily 
commending him as a faithful, conscien- 
tious minister. The council which was 
called to dismiss him also paid a high tribute 
to his good work and many excellent quali- 
ties. On returning to Cambridge he supplied 
the pulpit of the Congregational church at 
Hingham for a year.

Ir 1s likely that some of Spein’s former 
war vessels will be ultimately added to our 
navy, even if we have lost the Maria Teresa, 
which has been finally abandoned as beyond 
saving. Word comes from Admiral Dewey 
at Manila that he has contracted with a 
Hong Kong firm to raise three of the Spanish 
war vessels sunk in the battle in Manila bay 
on the memorable first day of May. The 
vessels are the Isla de Cuba, Isla de Luzon, 
and the Don Juan de Austria, of about 1050 
tons each, 200 feet long, of steel with twin 
screws and a protective deck, good batteries 
of some 16 guns,—six-pounders, four-pound- 
ers and two-pounders,—and a speed of 18 
knots. The draft is only 11 or 12 feet, which 
will make them valuable for cruising about 
among the Philippines. The cost of restora- 
tion is to be only $500,000. 


Ho.tyoxKeE has a nice mess on her hands in 
the untangling of the affairs of her tax col- 
lecsor, James C. Keough, who was arrested 
on Monday charged with embezzling $115,- 
000 of the taxes of 18%), 9g and "97. The 
large amount of uncollected taxes for these 
years finally attracted attention and an in- 
vestigation was begun, only to find that re- 
ceipts were held for many of the amounts 
standing on the books as unpaid. Experts 
have been at work on the books for some 
time, their findings resulting in Keough’s ar- 
rest. Holyoke’s record in politics has not 
been of the best for some time, and will 
hardly be improved by the work of the ad- 
ministration or administrations which al- 
lowed matters to attain such a condition 
without their knowledge or care. The city 
is having an awakening toa certain extent, 
but what the result will be cannot be told 
until after the coming election. 

As THE work of the war investigation com- 
mittee goes on it becomes more and more 
evident—especially since election—that there 
was a good deal of incapacity, careless- 
ness and worse, almost everywhere our sol- 
dier boys went, whether to Cuba or simply 
into camp, where there could have been no 
excuse for a lack of anything needed which 
this rich country of ours could have fur- 
nished. The stories are about the same and 
are wonderfully frequent,—when the com- 
mittee will let the truth be told, which it 
wou’t always allow. No supplies, when 
there were, no attempt to get them, a lack of 
many things which could and should have 
been on hand, and a neglect and “don’t- 
care-a-cuss”-edness in attendance on the 
sick in hospitals which would be criminal 
if practiced by a civilian, The question 
which would appear to be uppermost soon 
is, what will be done about it and will any- 
one be held responsible? 


THE city of Norwich, Ct., is likely to find 
itself in a peculiar position, if the claims of 
the Mohegan Indians of that state are good, 
who allege that the city and individuals are 
occupying 4 tract of territory belonging to 
the tribe, and their claim seems to be 
strongly supported. Treaties and deeds of 
the land in 1648 and 1660 were secured by a 
supplementary deed in 1685. In 1833 the 
Mohegan cemetery was dedicated with great 
ceremony, Andrew Jackson, who was then 
president, being the orator of the day. But 
since the city has run sewers and street cars 
through the cemetery, and houses have been 
built on the grounds. Now the tribe 
wants an accounting from the city of 
Norwich, and residents who occupy Indian 
lands, for the rent of the propery during the 
time it has been so occupied. They also ask 
the courts for an injunction against the city 
and others from interfering with the rights 
of the Indians in the premises, and that a 
reconveyance of the land be made to present 
representatives of the tribe. Judge Sbip- 
man, who has examined the grants, pro- 
pounces the documents as among the most 
clearly and ably of any in the 
country, so it is probable the Indians havea 
good case. If the facts are as outlined, they 
ought to have reparation made them.

THE war investigation commission is 
scheduled to be in Boston the last of this 
week, and the Massachusetts Reform Club 
has appointed a committee consisting of Col. 
Charles R.Codman of Boston, 45th Massa- 
chusetts, United States volunteers, civil war, 
chairman; Corporal James B. Gardner of 
Boston, 44th Massachusetts, United States 
volunteers, civil war; Samuel Bowles of 
Springfield, Robert S. Gorham of Newton, 
Charles Warren of Dedham, secretary, to re- 
ceive and put in proper form testimony from 
the New England states as to the manage- 
ment of the war with Spain. 
It is not the intention that the committee 
shall attack any person, but to find out and 
bring before the proper authorities the 
causes of unnecessary suffering by our 
soldiers in the war with Spain, and to that 
end the committee invites communications 
from all persons who can give information 
from personal knowledge regarding the fol- 
lowing questions: 

The condition of the cainps; 
ports ; of the food supplies; of the land 
transportation ; of the hospitals, and 
especially regarding the administration of 
the commissary, the quartermaster and 
medical departments, and of the quality of 
the work performed in those departments by 
those appointed from civil life. Written 
statements, sworn to if possible, may 
be sent to any member of the commit- 
tee, or to Charies Warren, secretary of the 
war investigation committee, 415 John Han- 
cock building, Boston, Mass., or, on applica- 
tion, the committee will furnish a list of 
questions upon which information is es- 
pecially desired. All statements received 
will be carefully preserved and classified, 
and will be presented by some competent 
proper authorities.

“ADVANCE AGENT IN TROUBLE. 


A Fine of $5 and Two Days’ Delay the 
Result of Being Unreasonable. 


The advance agent of “The Tarrytown 
Widow” company, which is to appear at the 
opera house next Tuesday evening, got into 
trouble Wednesday which should teach him 
to be more careful in future, and in case of a 
dispute to at least be gentlemanly about the 
matter. The agent’s name is Nelson Lin- 
gard, and he arrived in town Tuesday. The 
“Country Merchant” company was to play 
that evening, and by custom they were 


entitled to the pillboards until 7 o’clock that 
evening. “A Spy of Spain’’ was booked for 
last evening, and had the next right to the 
boards, but could not get them until 7 Tues- 
day evening, when the bill-poster was pre- 
paring to put up the company’s paper. Lin- 
gard could not find the manager of the opera 
house when he struck town, and getting the 
bill-poster was proceeding to take the matter 
into his own hands and put his paper up 
bimself when he ran up against Willis 
Arden, manager of the “Spy of Spain.” 
Lingard had opened his stock of paper at the 
opera house and laid out the supply for this 
town with the bill-poster, putting it along- 
side that belonging to the “Spy of Spain.” 
When the bill-poster, Newell Taylor, gath- 
ered up his paper the “Spy’s’”’ was missing. 
Later it was claimed that Lingard had placed 
it in his bundle and taken it away. Mr. 
Arden attempted to talk with Lingard about 
the matter, but the latter was so boisterous 
and abusive, declining to have the least dis- 
cussion over the matter, that he was finally 
arrested on a charge of larcency. He offered 
to have bis baggage searched. but it had 
gone to Ware; it was returned, and in the 
bundle was found the “Spy’s’’ paper. Lin- 
gard claimed that the bundle was tied up by 
someone else than himself,—and the evidence 
seemed to prove this,—and that the paper 
was placed there by someone else, being 
gathered up evidently by mistake. Buton 
the stand he stated that it was his business 
to see that his company had a good showing 
on the billboards of a town, and this, with 
the finding of the paper in bis bundle, re- 
sulted in Judge Leach’s im osing a fine of 
$5, which was paid Lingar ’s mistake lay 
in not taking the matter to Manager Bray of 
the opera house at the first, when he found 
he was not likely to get bis paper up as soon 
as he wished; had he done so Mr. Bray 
would have undoubtedly divided the stands 
between the companies, giving each a part, 
as was finally done when he was appealed 
to, as the “Spy of Spain’? people did not 
wish to use all of the boards.

Terrific Gasoline Explosion. 


Adelbert Corbin, employed by C. A. 
Brown & Co., was the victim of a gasoline 
explosion Wednesday evening which he 
may well be thankful let him off with only 
a burned face anda cut lip; it might easily 
have been fatal. The explosion occurred at 
the residence of Ebenezer Brown, where 
Mr. Brown had emptied two gasoline barrels 
in filling the tank of his gas apparatus. He 


left the barrels standing on the lawn, telling 
Corbin to leave them there until it was con- 
venient to take them back to the store. 
Wednesday evening between 5 and 6, how- 
ever, Corbin rolled them out to the barn and 
then—for what reason he himself does not 

ch and held it 
down towar in the head of the 
barrel through which the fluid had been 
drawn. A tremendous explosion followed and 
the head of the barrel, which was of heavy, 
bard wood, was blown outward in splinters 
One piece struck Corbin on the upper lip 
and cut an ugly gash which required several 
stitches to close, though no serious results 
will follow, probably. In addition his face 
was somewhat burned. The explosion was 
heard and felt by everyone in that vicinity, 
and heard by many in more remote parts of 
the town, several thinking an earthquake 
bad taken place. Many people who use gas- 
oline are extremely ignorant of its nature, 
and accidents occur because of this ignor- 
ance. Gasoline itself will not burn, it is the 
vapor which it gives off which burns, and 
this vapor is heavier than the air, settling to 
the ground or the lowest point in its way, 
where if it cannot soak into the earth or is 
not dispelled by a current of air it will re- 
main for along time; a quantity in a fruit 
jar will remain for weeks if the jar stand up- 
right, although it may be left with the top 
off. The right combination of gasoline vapor 
and air—one-seventh vapor and six-sevenths 
air—will cause an explosion, and the com- 
bination was evidently just right when Mr. 
Corbin held the match to the hole in the 
barrel. 


Inquest Held on the Death of Timothy J. 
Daley. 


An inquest was held Monday afternoon in 
the case of Timothy J. Daley, who was 
killed by a freight train on the New London 
Northern railroad, near the wire mill in 
Palmer last week. After a number of 


witnesses had been examined it was found 
that Daley was killed by the cars, but no 
blame was attached to any one. It has been 
rumored that it was a case of suicide, but 
with what degree of truth can only be con- 
jectured. Daley had been arrested for 
drunkenness the day before and was put 
upon probation, and it is said that in con- 
versation with some of his friends he re- 
marked that if he ever was “‘pulled”’ for 
being drunk he would never return to his 
home in Thorndike. 


This remark was 
probably the reason for bringing up the 
suicide theory.

Principal Events of the Past Week in Palmer and 


the Neighboring Towns. 


HEAVIEST SNOW SINCE 1888. 


| STREET RAILWAY FRANCHISE, 


Nearly Three Feet Deep, and Everything Granted by Ware Selectmen, With the 


Blockaded For Several Days.

Palmer had any idea that the morning would 
tind them snowed in and practically isolated 
from the rest of the town, although the 


snow began to fall about 6 o'clock in the | 
| maintain, 


evening. But Sunday w rning revealed 
something more than two feet of snow on 
the ground, and more coming. It kept 
coming until about 4 in the afternoon, and 
the total fall was nearly three feet. The 
wind was blowing a small gale, and no one 
ventured out of doors unless compelled to. 
Those who had to go out found the snow of 
varying depths up to their shoulders, but so 
light was it that a man had little trouble in 
walking through three feet of it, though 
later it packed more solidly and locomotion 
was more difficult. The wind drifted the 
light snow into the nooks and corners, and 
drifts five, six and even seven feet were 
common. 

There was no use in clearing sidewalks, 
and so but littlein this line was attempted 
With no paths of course church-goers could 
not get out, and they made the most of a 
warm fire and comfortable quarters indoors. 
The only regular service in the village Sun- 
day was that at St. Thomas’s Catholic 
church, but the audience was limited to 
three; at the Congregational church there 
were five present, and these toasted their 
toes over the register while the clergyman 
read them the sermon he had selected for the 
audience which would have attended under 
different conditions. No attempt was made 
to hold Sunday schools or evening services. 
Some of the milkmen managed to make their 
trip late in the day, but others did not get 
out until Monday. The roads were badly 
drifted, and the work of breaking them out 
was long and tiresome. Selectman Dillon 
started with a tour-horse team at 4 Sunday 
afternoon for Bondsville by way of Thorn- 
dike, arriving there at 9 in the evening; 
Monday morning he started at7 a m. for the 
West Brimfield line, and bad only reached 
the Brainerd farm when the noon whistle 
blew. 

The railroads were in deep trouble. On 
the Buston and Albany road the last train 
east Saturday night was at 9.18, and the last 
west train left at 936, both nearly on time. 
The next train from the west got in at 106 
Sunday ufternoon, and was the modoc, due 
at $24a. m; the first train from the east 
passed at552 p.m. On Monday the trains 
from the east were from 15 to 20 minutes late, 
and those from the west an hour or more be- 
bind schedule time. Scraper cars were kept 
running on about balf hour time with two 
engines cach in order to keep the tracks 
clear. Travel on the Ware River road was 


discontinued Sunday, but was resumed 
Monday on schedule time. On the Central 
Vermont road Monday the morning train 
from the north was only about 20 minutes 
late, there not being much snow on that 
end. The8 a. m. train from the south, how- 
ever, did not get in until 230 p. m. A 
theatre company and a large number of 
other passengers from Amherst who had 
vainly waited there since Sunday morning 
for the Central Massachusetts road to take 
them out, came to Palmer at 1 Monday after- 
noon and took the Boston and Aibany for 
New York and intermediate stations. 

The Palmer and Monson electric road at- 
tempted to keep its tracks clear by running 
two cars from the car barn to the top of Thorn- 
dike street to the Pasco switch, about 2 o'clock 
Sunday morning. It took the crews until 5 
to get back to the barn, the snow drifting in 
behind them so that the whole of the return 
trip had to be shoveled out. The company 
had a snow plow ordered and had received 
the bill for it, though that would hardly 
clear the tracks of snow. The machine was 
on a freight car in Springfield, and reached 
Palmer Tuesday, but was not delivered to 
the railroad company’s switch until yester- 
day forendon. It was unloaded and got in 
readiness as soon as possible, and started 
over the line this morning. The snow had 
been shoveled from the track through Main 
street, where it had been packed dowa by 
travel, yesterday afternoon, and the plow 
bad little trouble until Thorndike street 
was reached. There it struck the undis- 
turbed snow which had settled considerably, 
and the going was not easy. With two cars 
attached the plow would push through as 
far as possible, back up and try again. The 
line is now open to Three Rivers, and the 
Bondsville end will be running to-morrow. 
The snow aiong Main street bas been re- 
moved, an old open car being used for carry- 
ing it off. 

With the electric cars stalled the attend- 
ance at the high school would be small, and 
no session was held until yesterday. The 
grammar schoo! building had school Tues- 
day, but suspended again Wednesday. All 
the schools resumed sessions yesterday 
morning, the high school scholars from the 
other villages being brought in barges by 
the street railway company, whose contract 
compelled the transportation by some means 
when possible. 

With the roads badly drifted the Palmer 
and Fiskdale mail route was ‘sewed up,” so 
to speak. The carrier of the morning mail, 
Daniel Brouthers, started at9 o’clock Mon- 
day but found it impossible to get through; 
the carrier at the Fiskdale end had the same 
difficulty. Postmaster Royce of Palmer 
bired a special messenger to take the mail 
Monday afternoon, and D E. Marcy left at 3 
o'clock, getting to Brimfield and Fiskdale 
and returning to Palmer at 230 Tuesday 
morning. The mail from Fiskdale Tuesday 
morning was only about an hour anda half 
late, and 27 minutes behind in the afternoon. 

The streets about the town wore an aspect 
Monday afternoon which bas not been even 
approached since the blizzard of March, 
1888. On every side were huge heaps of 
snow from tbe cleared walks, while three- 
sided tunnels of varying depth stretched 
irom sidewalks to front doors and in various 
directions. Although the snow was so light 
that, according to one man, a ton of it would 
weigh only 1100 pounds, the average citizen 
concluded before his snow-clearing duties 
were done tbat he didn’t care if it shrank 
even more. Many of the sidewalks were not 
cleared—and have not been yet. In such 
cases, where there has been any travel over 
them, the snow has packed hard in the nar- 
row traveled path, while on either side it is 
light and soft, and a step out of the beaten 
path means a descent of a foot and a half or 
so into the cold stuff,a wrenching of the 
body and a tendency to wish the owner of 
that particular piece of walk an intimate ac- 
quaintance with an atmosphere not con- 
ducive to skating and sleigh-riding. 

Snow commenced to fall again early 
Wednesday morning, and about six inches 
more came. The sun of Tuesday rapidly 
settled the Sunday fall, so thatit is now 
something less than two feet on a level. 

At Warren the storm raged fearfully, 
drifting the snow into piles which rivaled 
those of the blizzird of 1888 The snow- 
plows were kept on the sidewalks all day 
Sunday, making it possible to get about. 
The only church to hold a service was St. 
Paul’s Catholic church, and there were only 
13 in attendance. Gangs of men were at 
work Monday morning and by night the 
village was fairly well broken out. During 
Monday afternoon many of the farmers came 
in with milk to be shipped tu Boston, some 
of whom had not been to the milk car since 
Saturday. The electric railway was stalled, 
and all who wanted to work were given a 
job shoveling snow. Some of tke drifts 
along the line of the road was 7 deep. 

The most severe storm known for years 
visited Wales Sunday. It surpassed the 
blizzard of 1888 Several four-horse teams 
have been since Monday breaking roads and 
not half is done yet. Forty men have been 
at it for three days; traveling for two days 
was entirely suspended. Mail-driver 
Belding started Monday for Brimfie.d and 
got half way; he left bis team and went on 
foot to find no mail and returned completely 
exhausted. Tuesday he started and got half 
way, but was obliged to come back, and in 
the afternoon be made another attempt and 
with assistance got through and got the 
mail. The milk peddlers living out of the 
village were not seen for two days. 


Usual Amount of Restriction. 
The directors of the Palmer and Monson 
received the 


franchise from the Ware selectmen, and the | 
| principal conditions and 


restrictions for the 
building of the road are as follows: 
Permission is given the above company to 
construct and operate a single 
track railway, with its necessary turn-outs, 
ete., in the town of Ware, beginning on the 
bigbway leading from Ware to Palmer, on 
the line between said towns, thence on said 
road to the junction of Vernon street with 
said highway, through Vernon to West 
Main street, through West Main, Main, East 
Main, East streetand Knox avenue to the 
station of the B. and A. and B. and M. rail- 
roads, thence through Maple to South, or 
through Maple to Chestnut street, through 
Chestnut street to South street, through 
South to the line between Palmer and Ware 
on the highway leading from Ware to West 
Warren; also from Main street through 
North to Walnut or Highland, through 
Walnut or Highland to Church, through 
Church to High, High to Park, Park to East 
Main near bulkhead of Otis Company; also 
from the junction of Main and Church 
streets through South by Nenameseck Square 
to junction of Maple and South, thence 
from South to junction of Maple and Chest- 
nutstreets. Where an alternative location is 
mentioned one of them only shall be desig- 
nated by the selectmen. The franchise 
grants the company the right to use any 
motive power except animal or steam, and 
especially electricity supplied to the cars by 
means of a single overhead trolley wire, the 


electrical current being completed by the 
rails of the road, suitably connected at 
their ends, or connected with a supple- 


mentary ground wire, and for this purpose 





the company is authorized to lay and con- 
nect said ground circuit, and to erect and 
miintuin such posts, brackets, tixtures, etec., 
as may be required to properly support and 
maintain the overhead trolley acd feed 
wires. Should a franchise be granted to 
any other company to construct a street 
railway from Ware to Gilbertville, the 
Palmer and Monson street railway company 
shall allow said company to use their tracks, 
appliances, etc., except their cars, through 
Church street to Main, through Main to the 
junction of West and Main streets in said 
Ware, or from Knox avenue to the station of 
the Boston and Maine and the Ware River 
railroads, and from thence through Maple, 
South and Main streets. It also stipulates 
that said railway company shall keep those 
portions of the streets and highways which 


are included between its tracks and 
awitch tracks, and for a distance of 
18 inches outside of the tracks, 
extending the entire length thereof, 
at all times flush with the top of 
the track, and shall keep the same in 


good repair and safe for public travel. At 
such places where the location will permit 
of travel with teams on both sides of the 
track these portions of the streets and high- 
ways, which are included between the 
tracks and for a distance of 18 inches out- 
side, shall be macadamized or otherwise 
hardened. The rails shall be those known 
as the *T” rails and weigh not less than 56 
ponnds to the yard, except at such places as 
the location of the track shall permit of 
travel with teams upon both sides, where 
they shall be of such pattern as the select- 
men may approve; the rails shall be laid on 
chestnut or cedar sleepers, the sleepers to be 
laid not more than 30 inches apart. The 
location and alignment, with curves, turn- 
outs, and switches shall be fixed by the 
selectmen and the track be laid to conform 
to the present grade of the street and high- 
way; whenever the track is located by the 
side of the traveled highway the roadbed 
shall be widened if necessary so as to give 
18 feet in width outside of the tracks, not 
including the ditches. At crosswalks and 
street crossings the same material as that 
used by the town in the construction thereof 
shall be used by the company between its 
tracks and for a distance of 18 inches out- 
side. The poles used, except those on Main 
street which will be of iron, shall be chest- 
nut poles not less than 30 feet long, seven 
inches through at the top and straight and 
well shaped, and those in the village shall 
be painted, not less than two good coats of 
paint, and shall be painted thereafter 
when required by the selectmen. 
The company shall remove all snow or other 
materials placed or remaining on the streets 
or highways, by or through any actin keeping 
its tracks open for public travel within a 
period of 24 hours, so the streets and high- 
ways shall be safe and convenient for public 
travel. Should the town so desire, for the 
purpose of altering or repairing its streets or 
highways or extending or repairing its water 
or sewer system, it may take up or obstruct 
the tracks of said company so far as may be 
necessary, without being liable in damages 
to said company. All feed wires shall be 
placed under ground whenever the select- 
men shall order, and when above ground 
they shall be insulated in a manner satis- 
factory to the board. In case the operation 
of said system shall, in the opinion 
of the selectmen, impair the usefulness 
of the fire alarm system now in operation, 
or of any fire alarm or other electric 
system that the town may adopt, the 
company shall restore to its full efficiency 
the fire alarm system in use at the time 
being, and pay to the town any additional 
expense it may be put to by reason of said 
trolley system in repairing or obstructing 
any electric system then in use. The officers 
and members of the fire department may, in 
the event of fire, and whenever in connec- 
tion therewith they deem it proper, cut the 
trolley wires, and if so cut they shall be 
repaired at the expense of the company. In 
case of tire the company shall at the request 
of any of the engineers of the tire department 
discontinue any and all currents of elec- 
tricity over its wires. The company may 
trim such trees as may be necessary for the 
erection of its wires, but no tree shall be 
trimmed except under the supervision of the 
selectmen or town forester. The railway com- 
pany shall at all times provide suitable and 
sufiicient cars and run them at such intervals 
as will reasonably accommodate the citizens 
of the town. The company shall pay and 
gave the town harmless from ali claims and 
damages resulting to persons or property by 
reason of any alteration made in the streets 
or highways, as well as by reason of the 
construction or use of said tracks, poles, 
and other structures; also from the use of 
electricity * ~ said company. At the Gibbs 
crossing, Wx re the highway passes under 
the B. and M. and Ware River railroads, 
and is already very narrow, the company is 
not obliged to widen the highway, but is re- 
quired to have all cars come toa full stop, 
and the conductor go to the further side of 
the bridge opposite the stopped car, and 
allow time for any team on the highway to 
pass or turn aside to avoid collision. If the 
work of construction and laying the tracks 
from the Palmer line through the bighways 
and streets to the station of the Ware River 
railroad and the Massachusetts Central rail- 
road is not completed on or before July 1st, 
1899, the grant of the location shall be void; 
and if the same is not done from Main street 
or the railroad station to the Palmer line on 
the West Warren road before July 1st, 1900, 
the grant of this location shall also be void ; 
and if the remainder of the construction 
and laying of the tracks through the other 
streets in Ware is not completed before the 
first of December, 1899, the grant of location 
on those streets shall be void.

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Tue heavy snow of Sunday brings out 
once more, and most emphatically, the fact 
that Palmer needs a by-law regarding the 
clearing of snow from the sidewalks of the 
town. As it now is every nan is a law unto 
himself in the matter, and his inclination at 
the time of the storm governs his action con- 
cerning the removal of the snow. Some of 
the walks which are used the most were ina 
dangerous condition for several days after 


the storm, and some are still unsafe for 
pedestrians. A well-enforced by-law com- 
pelling the clearing of walks may some day 
save the town an expensive suit for damages. 


Why do not the officers of the fire district 
come to some understanding with the Pal- 
mer Water Company as to whose duty it is 
to clear the hydrants of snow after,a storm? 
The fire district’s contract calls for hydrants 
which shall at all times be available for use 
at fires, and under this Chief Engineer Bills 
claims the water company should, see that 
the hydrants are get-at-able. The water com- 
pany claims that the hydrants are there all 
right, and that the board of engineers may 
uncover them if they get suowed under. 
None of the hydrants are covered with snow 


at present, but some of them are not easily 
accessible by reason of thesnow piled around 
them. There should be an undisputed set- 
tlement of this question, and that at once. 
_—_— 


WirH the construction of the electric 
road’s extensions to Monson and Ware next 
summer it is quite probable that another fall 
the Boston and Albany road will be asked 
to put ona late train between Springfield 
and Palmer, at least, though pussibly Warren 
people may ask to have it run as far east as 
that town. Past petitions for a theatre train 
from Springfield have been met with the 
reply that it would not pay, and reasonably 
so, as North Wilbraham and Palmer were 
the only villages which would be accommo- 
dated. Three Rivers, Thorndike, Bonds- 
ville, Monson and Ware people who might 
wish to patronize such a train had no way of 
getting beyond Palmer. With the electrics 
running to all these towns there would with- 
out doubt be a considerable patronage fora 
late train out of Springfield during the 
theatre season. 


Ir miGurT be well if the school committee 
were to make some arrangement for a ‘no 
school” signal for stormy days. At present 
no one but the superintendent knows on the 
morning stormy day whether the 
schools will keep or not until the word is 
passed around in some way, and then not all 
of the pupils can be notified, and many of 
them are needlessly out in the storm until 
they reach ‘the school buildings and find 
there is to be no session or happen to dis- 
cover the fact on the way and are saved a 
portion of the trip. It ought to be possible 
to make arrangement in the Depot village 
for a “no school” signal on the fire alarm 
bell, and for another indicating “one 
session” at the grammar school building, to 
be sounded a certain time before the opening 


time of the schools. In the other villages 
arrangement could doubtless be made with 
the mills to have their bells or whistles give 
such a signal when necessary.

WHILE on general principles the Boston 
and Albany road looks well after the com- 
fort of its passengers, there are limes when 
the management of tbe leaving 
Springfield at 3 22 p.m. and due in Palmer 
at 342 is not above criticism. This train 
brings many passengers from Springfield to 
Palmer, both Palmer people and those who 
take the train north on the Ware River road, 
a branch of the Boston and Albany, and the 
cars are almost invariably crowded. Usually 
a car is dropped from this train at Spring- 
field, and the passengers who are obliged to 
crowd for a seat to Palmer think it might 
well be bronght out occasionally and 
dropped there. But there seems to be an 
understanding that the car is not to go be- 
yond Springfield if it is possible to do with- 
out it, and the passengers are made to ‘' take 
the next car forward.” It is not an un- 
known thing for people to be obliged to 
stand until Palmer is reached, and one day 
this week when a car was dropped at Spring- 
field the aisles of two cars were filled with 
passengers to Palmer, while people at that 
station who wished to take the train to 
Worcester were compelled to weit until the 


accommodation following in order to geta 
seat.

ALTHOUGH Palmer put in an application 
several years ago for a strip of state road, 
and after due investigation of its claims was 
promised two miles, they have never mate- 
rialized, and much comment has been made 
as to the reason therefor. The JOURNAL 
does not pretend to give the whole reason 
why the town has not been favored as 
promised, but it is of the opinion that it can 
be partially accounted for on the ground of 
a lack of persistence. The promise was 
taken too much in good faith and the matter 
allowed to rest there. Other towns putin 
claims for sections of state road; their 
selectmen followed the matter up by 
personal interviews with the commission, 
and other citizens of the towns made it their 
business to call—early, often and late—and 
urge the claims and necessities of their re- 
spective localities. Palmer people have not 
done this to apy extent; a few interested 
persons have made desultory calls upon the 
commission, but nothing like concerted and 
continued action has been attempted. 
Here’s an opportunity for the Palmer Busi- 
ness and Social Club to take a hand and by 
systematic and persistent work at least 
make the commission understand that 
Palmer’s needs and claims in the state road 
line are appreciated by her citizens.

Tue storm of Saturday night and Sunday, 
which covered a good section of New Eng- 
land with a deep mantle of snow, was, 
along the coast, the worst since 1851, when 
the Minot’s ledge was over- 
whelmed. The entire coast line is strewn 
with wrecks, something like 60 vessels hav- 
ing been lost, with probably 250 to 300 lives, 
though the exact number will never be 
known until the “‘sea gives up its dead.”

Most appalling of all is the loss of the 
steamer Portland of the Portland Steam 
Packet Co’s. line, a fine new side-wheel 
boat, which sailed Saturday night from 


Boston for Portland and went down about 
10 o’clock Sunday morning off High Head 
light on the outside of Cape Cod, with about 
150 on board, every soul being lost. The 
manager of the company, at Portland, sent 
orders to the captain of the boat at Boston 
to wait until 9 o’clock Saturday at his 
wharf, but he told the messenger that he 
wanted to spend Sunday in Portland, and 


should sail at 7, and did. The boat was 
seen about 9 at night off Thatcher's 
Island, about 50 miles on her course; 
she was never seen again. How the awful 
wreck occurred will never be known, but 
it is likely that the heavy waves 


smashing up under her overhang wrenched 
the boat until ber machinery was damaged 


and she became unmanagable; then followed 


a long drift down the coast—how long no 
one knows—witb the wind, the waves mean- 
while smashing into kindling the light up- 
per works until enough water had entered 
to take the hull under the waves. That the 
bull sank is evidenced by the fact that no 
larze pieces have come ashore, a timber 30 


feet long being the largest found. The pas- 
sengers evidently had warning of their fate, 
as life preservers were found on the bodies 
which have Only about a 
score of bodies have been recovered, and the 
prospect for finding more is not good, as the 
strong current is carrying them and the 
wreckage south. No passenger list was kept 
except on the boat, and that of course is lost 
and there is no means of knowing who were 
on the ill-fated vessel. Why the captain 
sailed is the question asked by everyone. He 
had been in the employ of the company for 
years and was considered a competent man, 
having been head pilot until recently. 
Other commanders dared not go out, and 
his action is unaccountable.

browned add a little water and baste 
often. Dredge with flour after basting, 
and cook until brown and tender. 

Soups of Various Kinds, 

Lobster Soup: Into one quart of milk 
and one pint of water drop the finely 
shopped meat of a large lobster. 
Season with butter, salt aud red pepper, 
thicken with a teaspoonful of flour and 
boil 10 minutes. 

Cream of Pea Soup: One pint of 
canned or cooked dried peas, one quart 
of milk, one tablespoon of butter, two 
tablespoons of flour, one-half teaspoon 
of salt and three dashes of cayenne. 
Press the peas through a colander or 
vegetable press. Boil the milk and add 
the pressed peas. Rub the butter and 
flour together, stir into the boiling soup 
and cook until it thickens; add the 
seasoning and serve at once. 

Puree of Lima Beans and Tomatoes : 
One pint of Lima beans, soaked over 
night in cold water. Drain and boil 
until very soft in the thin part of a can 
of tomatoes. When tender, rub through 
a colander, aud add a cup and a half of 
sour milk or stock; add a heaping 
teaspoonful of salt, one-quarter tea- 
spoonful of pepper and a dash of 
vayenne; rub a scant tablespoonful of 
flour into a tablespoonful of soft butter, 
add to the soup and boil a few minutes 
before serving. 

Salmon Soup: Scald a pint of milk 
with two slices of onion. Put a pound 
of salmon in a cup of lukewarm water 
and bring the water to the boiling- 
point; then simmer for about fifteen 
minutes. Remove the skin and bones 
and press the flesh of the fish through a 
colander. Melt two tablespoonfuls of 
butter and cook in it three tablespoon- 
fuls of flour, one teaspoonful of salt, 
and a dash, each, of paprica and white 
pepper. Add one cup of well-seasoned 
veal or chicken stock and the water in 
which the fish was cooked (if less than 
one cup add stock to fill the cup). 
When the sauce boils, add the fish and 
the milk and strain through a purée 
sieve. Reheat and serve with croutons 
or Boston crackers, split apart, buttered 
and browned. 

For Those Who Like Sandwiches. 

Fig Sandwiches in Rolls: Split a 
dozen figs, scrape out the soft portion, 
rejecting the skins; rub this to a paste. 
Butter either white or brown bread, 
then cut the slices from the loaf as thin 
as possible; remove the crusts, spread 
over the paste; roll the bread carefully, 
press for a moment until there is no 
danger of the roll opening ; then roll it 
in a piece of tissue paper, twisting the 
ends as you would an old-fashioned 
motto, or it may be tied with narrow 
baby ribbon of any color. 

Russian Sandwiches: Cut the bread 
in thin rounds, triangles, or fingers, ete. 
Butter slightly after cutting. Moisten 
finely-chopped olives with mayonnaise 
dressing and spread upon half the pieces 
of buttered bread; spread the other 
pieces with cream-cheese (Neufchatel), 
press together the pieces in pairs. 

Epicurean Sandwiches : Cream to- 
gether four tablespoonfuls of butter and 
one teaspoonful of mustard. Press the 
yolks of four ‘thard-boiled” 
through a sieve and add them to the but- 
ter and mustard. ‘Then add four an- 
chovies, boned, four small gherkins, 
pickled, a few leaves of chives, and a 
sprig of tarragon, chopped together un- 
til very fine. Spread bread, cut in fanci- 
ful shapes, with the mixture and press 
two pieces together. 

Celery Sandwiches with Mayonnaise : 
For celery sandwiches with mayonnaise 
boil slowly for fifteen minutes four eggs ; 
remove the shells and chop the whites 
very fine, or put them through a vege- 
tible press, mixing with them a little 
shredded celery. Cut the crust from 
the end of the loaf of bread, butter the 
loaf, cut off a slice a quarter of an inch 
thick, put over it a goodly layer of the 
white of egg and celery, then a layer of 
mayonnaise, then a layer of the yolk of 
egg put through a sieve, and over all 
another slice of bread, pressing the 
whole together gently. With a sharp 
knife cut off the crusts, leaving the 
sandwich perfectly square. Cover a 
meat-plate with lettuce leaves, arrange 
the sandwiches on them, cover with 
dampened lettuce leaves, and stand aside 
for twenty minutes. Sandwiches made 
in this way may be kept fresh from 
early morning until evening. 

Three Salads. 

A Salad Fit for a King: Waldorf 
salad is made from apples and celery. 
Use mayonnaise dressing, into which 
you have stirred whipped cream. Pare 
the apples and chop them rather fine ; 
cut the celery, mix the two together, 
and sprinkle over a little lemon juice, 
salt and pepper. Make the mayonnaise 
exceedingly stiff; just before mixing it 
with the apples and celery stir into 
it sufficient whipped cream to make it 
light in color, but not enough to spoil its 
consistency ; add a few drops of green 
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coloring; mix the whole together and 
serve on lettuce leaves.

When nearly melted add 
cut in small pieces, mustard, and a little 
cayenne. Stir all the time. Add the 
beer or milk slowly to prevent burning. 
Pour hot on toast or crackers. 

Plowed Field: Two cups coffee A 
sugar. One-half glass of milk. Two 
squares Baker’s chocolate. Butter the 
size of an egg. One teaspoonful of 
vanilla. Stir constantly, and boil until 
it hardens in water. Beat it for five or 
10 minutes after taking off. 

Chocolate Peppermints : Take two 
pounds of confectioner’s sugar and add 
enough water to make it the right con- 
sistency to roll into. balls. Flavor with 
peppermint and roll out on waxed paper 
with a rolling pin. Cut out the pepper- 
mints. With water in the under part 
of the chafing dish melt half a pound of 
Baker’s chocolate and dip the pepper- 
mints in on the end of a fork. Set on 
waxed paper to harden. 

English Walnut Candy : The white of 
one egg, beaten stiff, add a pound of 
confectioner’s sugar, stirring the sugar 
into the egg a little at a time till the 
mixture is stiff enongh to roll into little 
balls. Add vanilla and press the balls 
of candy between the two halves of an 
English waluut. 

Cocoanut Candy: Two cups 
sugar, one cup of milk, one cup 
molasses, one-half cup butter. Try as 
molasses candy, and when done add one 
and a half cups of cocoanut and a tea- 
spoonful of vanilla. 

Nut Candy: Boil down any quantity 
of molasses. When done stir in a pinch 
of soda. ‘The nuts may be stirred in or 
put in a pan and the molasses poured 
over. 

White Sugar Candy: Five cups of 
granulated sugar, one cup of water, 
one-half cup of vinegar, (not strong), 
butter the size of a walnut. Do not 
stir it after it boils. 

Butterscotch: ‘Two 
sugar, butter the size of an egg, three 
tablespooutuls of milk, flavor with 
vanilla while boiling. 

Maple Cream: To pound of 
maple sugar take halt pint of cream. 
Cook until it hardens in water. Stir 
frequently. Beat until cool. 

Molasses Candy: ‘Two of 
molasses, one-half cup of granulated 
sugar, one large tablespoonful of butter, 
flavor with vanilla while boiling.

}anana Sherbert: Use one dozen fine 
ripe bananas, the juice of one lemon 
of 


sugar and one quart of water. 
Boil the sugar and water together for 
five minutes and when cold peel the 
bananas, mash them fine and add at 
once to the syrup with the fruit juices. 
Freeze. When done remove the dasher 
and stir in the stifily-beaten white of 
one egg, repack and set aside until 
serving time. 

Orange Ice-cream: Squeeze the juice 
from a dozen oranges, make the juice 
quite thick with sugar, stir into it, very 
slowly, three quarts of cream, and 
freeze. 

Quince Ice-Cream: Drain the quince 
from the syrup and press the fruit 
through a sieve; there should be three- 
fourths a cup of pulp. Add one-third 
a cup of currant-jelly, half a cup of 
quince-syrup, one-third a cup of sugar, 
and two tablespoonfuls of lemon-juice. 
When well mixed add slowly two cups, 
each, of milk and cream. Freeze, 
using three parts of finely-crushed ice 
to one of rock-salt. Pack in a mould, 
cover the top with a piece of wrapping- 
paper, press the cover down tight, and 
bury in ice and salt. When ready to 
serve, cover a board with paper, on this 
place a thin sheet of sponge-cake, and 
turn the ice-cream onto the cake. Have 
ready the whites of six eggs beaten 
stiff, and mixed with six tablespoonfuls 
of powdered sugar. Cover the cream 
and cake with the meringue and brown 
quickly in a hot oven. 

Punch from Currant Jelly: Whip to 
a froth half a tumbler of currant jelly, 
adding gradually half a pint of boiling 
water; add the juice of a lemon, half 
a cup of sugar, and then pour in slowly 
one quart of cold water. This is more 
wholesome served without ice but, as 
warm water was used for melting the 
jelly a palatable temperature may be 
gained by adding half a pint of finely- 
shaved ice when you are ready to serve 
it.

Horse Killed by the Electric Cars. 


A horse belonging to John S. Lambert of 
Ware was killed by a car on the electric 
road near the Four Corners last Saturday 
night under circumstances which are pecu- 
liar. The car was the 7 30 from Palmer, in 
charge of Conductor Smith and Motorman 
Carey. Just after passing the Four Corners 
Carey saw a man standing on the track wav- 
ing hisarms. He supposed the man wished 
to take the car, and had shut off the power 
and begun to slow up; as the car approached 
the man he stepped one side and the motor- 
man saw the horse, which had been stand- 
ing directly behind him. He could not stop 
the car and a collision ensued. The horse 
was knocked down and under the car, where 
the scraper struck it over the eye, crushing 
in the skull and causing death. The sleigh 
was hardly damaged, only a shaft being 
broken, and a slight scratch and a broken 
window where a shalt went through was the 
only injury to the car. Lambert was asked 
what he was doing on the track, and replied 
that he wasn’t on the track, but was on the 
road. His track was traced back toward 
Three Rivers, and showed that he had fol- 
lowed the track for a long distance. There 
was no banking where the horse was struck, 
and nothing to prevent turning out into the 
road where the horse should have been.

THE HOUR OF LINCOLN’S SHOOTING. 


A highly interesting story is told to ac- 
count for the fact that almost every wooden 
clock in America has its hands painted to 
indicate the hour of 18 minutes past 8. It is 
related that most such watchmakers’ signs 
were orignally made by one man, who was 
in the habit of painting the hands to indicate 
any old or young hour that struck his 
fancy when he came to that part of the job. 
But when President Lincoln was assassi- 
nated he conceived the idea of commemorat- 
ing the event by recording the hour and min- 
ute thereof upon all his wooden timepieces, 
a custom ever since perpetuated.

are many of the scenes of ** Barnaby 
Rudge.” I have had the ruins of the 
house that was burnt down by the 
rioters pointed out to me; with what 
truth of identification I cannot say. 
But the inn, the church, the alms- 
houses, the village—here they are. 
There is little that is modern in any one 
of them. They make up a corner of 
‘+ Old England.” 

But there is another building of note 
in the village. It is the grammar 
school. It isa very good school to-day, 
and that is something to say for an insti- 
tution which is linked with the name 
of William Penn, the Quaker, once a 
prisoner in the Tower of London, ‘* for 
righteousness sake,” known all the 
world over as the founder of Pennsyl- 
vania. In our walk we just missed 
a township where he once lived. A 
school, a state, a cross nobly borne, a 
noble life—out of these he has made 
himself ** an everlasting name.” 

3idding farewell to these memorials 
we may turn our faces homeward. But 
in doing so we set our feet on landmarks 
yet older. This lane we enter—but 
which we must soon leave for a new 
road—was the beginning of a ** church 
road.” was in fact the high road— 
though but a -+ bridle-path "—to the 
most ancient and illustrious ** religious 
house” of Waltham Abbey. Follow it 
all the way, trace every yard, we can- 
not. A new England has matured since 
those dim, distant days. Yet hence 
through this forest and along 
meadows pilgrims journeyed to the 
shrine, and packmen trumped laden w.th 
stuff to sell. 

Perhaps that keenness in the air, that 
darkening sky presage a storm. So 
with somewhat quickened step and appe- 
tite on edge, we homeward take our 
way. 

Sunset comes soon on Christmas 
Day; the sun has only just begun his 
march towards the lengthening days. 
So it is with blinds down and curtains 
drawn, and jets of light from the midst 
of holly and ivy that we sit down to our 
Christmas dinner. It curious to 
think that the Englishmen of the genera- 
tion contemporary with the ** Pilgrim 
Fathers” began their Christmas dinner 
where we leave off. But ** there is first 
that shall be last,” and that is now the 
place and order of the plum-pudding in 
the courses of a Christmas dinner. 
Addison and Steele in their day may 
have preferred their national English 
dish for a start; we are not such 
trenchermen, or bottlemen, as they, and 
keep it for the finish of our feast. Yet 
audacious is the appetite of youth ; 
more circumspect that of those who are 
experts in living. But varied as are the 
tastes, and different as are the capabili- 
ties of despatch, how bright and cheery, 
how harmonious and well-matched, all 
the company are. The elders serve the 
younger, and the juniors have hearts 
‘sat leisure from themselves.” Have 
you scanned the company? ‘Time has 
left its mark on some faces. Power, 
energy,—the qualities made in a strenu- 
ous world,—mark others. On children’s 
faces the happy light, the rounded soft- 
ness and healthy color of such as yet 
linger near the ** Gate Beautiful” of 
life. ‘There is no vacant chair, no one’s 
place is empty. Absent friends? Yes. 
But the home circle is complete. 

‘s Evenings at Home” used to be a 
well-known book. Christmas evenings 
at home are well-remembered times. 
It is now that my white beard, of which 
I told you at the start, plays its part. 
‘¢Father Christmas” is the mystery 
man of the evening entertainment. But 
indeed he is not the only mystery. For 
other surprises come to us in the natural 
skillfulness of one and another as they 
act their part in the dumb charades 
which are a staple part of such an 
evening at home. How ingenious are 
Stuart and Alec in their dramatic inven- 
tions! How well their sisters support 
them! What spirit and ‘‘ go” they put 
into all they do! Later on everybody 
is worked into a game at American 
Post. How provokingly near getting a 
seat the postman is when the messages 
pass between Chicago and Canterbury, 
or any other two places! ‘* How near 
and yet how far!” He must *‘ try again 
if at first he does not succeed!” Word- 
building is yet another variety of amuse- 
ment. Marie is very clever at it, and 
has by far the longest list of words. 
Did you ever play at musical chairs? 
Don’t you remember the march along 
and around the row of chairs facing 
both ways, the music’s sudden cessation, 
the rush for the captured seat, the 
music’s **sweetness long drawn out” 
when you thought every bar was to be 
the last and it was not! the number of 
chairs ** growing small by degrees and 
beautifully less ””—till you and another 
were left rivals for the final round and 
crowning victory ? 

So Christmas night passes in many a 
home in England, its hours laden with 
happiness, its minutes freighted with 
joy’s intensity. For indeed if * Christ- 
mas comes but once a year,” yet ‘* when 
it comes it brings good cheer.” So 
may it do to you all—* good measure, 
pressed down and running over.”

simply a market-town, in the old days 
reached by many coaches, and in these 
by no less than five different railroads 
that contribute chiefly an appearance of 
business and a reality of smoke and 
cinders. I knew that it probably had 
its nucleus of good houses, homes of 
masters in its famous school and of well 
paid men in the service of its railroads, 
and of thrifty merchants; and that 
outside of these it stretched away like 
other towns, along poor streets lined with 
ugly and wretched cottages. I knew 
that it was located in the least pictur- 
esque part of England, where that 
beautiful island is given up to ragged 
meadows, sluggish streams, bits of 
copsewood, and cultivated fields, and 
bears least semblance to a garden. 

But I had read ‘**Tom Brown,” and 
had wandered through the streets of the 
town with him and ‘Scud’ East, had 
played the famous matches on the school 
close, had stood in the great Hall 
beside the blazing fires and spent hours in 
the little den that was his study, had 
sat in the hard pews of Rugby chapel 
beneath the earnest eye and thrilling 
voice of Arnold, and had been present 
behind it where that eye could not see 
the great fight between Tom Brown and 
Slogger Williams. And beyond the 
straggling limits of the town I had 
fished in the Avon, raced over the 
fields to Barby in ** big side Hare-and- 
Hounds,” and gone birds’ nesting in 
Bilton Grange and Caldecott’s Spinney. 
A boy’s reading of one of boys’ best 
books had made Rugby the Mecca of 
my first trip to Evgland. 

AndI am not sorry. For though the 
country was uninteresting, and the 
extra twelve miles we rode from 
Coventry at the end of a day’s journey 
from Stratford and Warwick completely 
fagged me, the Sunday morning spent 
in charming Rugby close, quiet, though 
the birds burst their throats in the great 
elms, and the bells jangled merrily in 
the steeples, had an influence upon my 
spirit of good that can never pass away. 

The visit was not without its vexa- 
tions. We climbed the steepest hill in 
town and down again in a vain en- 
deavor to follow directions and reach 
the railroad station—for it was a Medic 
law with my fellow traveller never 
to sleep a wink or eat a bite without 
first having found out when he could 
leave the place. We sat bolt upright in 
low-backed chairs to have our beards 
trimmed for ‘*tuppence,” and waited 
while the barber settled an altercation 
between his wife and a petty thief who 
was reputed to have stolen a cane, and 
who was borne off in triumph by 
‘‘ Bobby” before we had the left sides 
of our faces trimmed to match the right.

We wandered into the market place, 
dead-tired, because I, at least, hadn’t 
learned that one can’t see everything in 
every town he visits, and were jounced 
and jostled by the crowd who rushed 
from stall to stall of this old-fashioned 
outdoor market, buying Sunday dinners 
and wonderful bargains in clothes and 
gimcracks. We had a good bed, and a 
decent breakfast, but rose so stiff that 
rides to the Grange and the Spinney and 
Addison’s home were out of the ques- 
tion. Then it turned out that the school 
was closed, and we might not be able 
to get inside the high walls of the close, 
to say nothing of the great Hall, the 
Quadrangle, and the Chapel. And to 
crown all, when we left at one o'clock, 
for Chester, with a dozen green plums 
and a wondrous fruit cake for our lunch, 
we left our wheels behind us on the 
platform, because we were anxious to 
get a good compartment for the long, 
hot and dusty ride and trusted to an 
untipped guard to put them into the 


we sought and found not far away in 
his house, whose lower front room was 
a shop where Mr. Gilbert, by making 
and selling shoes, earned a competence. 
Turning into the passage, I walked over 
the flags to the back door, and preferred 
my request for keys to a man whose 
exterior was shining, from a bare and 
polished head, and broad and smiling 
face, down past a great expanse of 
glossy shirt-bosom to substantial black 
and shining shoes. He seemed pleased 
that two young Americans should care 
to visit the school which was his own in 
boyhood, and which even now he 
seemed to claim as his, and most 
willingly donned his coat and hat, and 
toddled ahead of us to the little gate 
near the chapel entrance. 

The chapel has been enlarged since 
Tom Brown sat there and watched the 
boy in front of him carve his name on 
the pew. But the oak pulpit that 
Arnold made famous still stands at the 
right of the choir, and behind it the 
great east window, with its pictured 
wise men, still tints aud glorifies the 
sunlight as Arnold planned it should. 
There was atime when the chapel was 
used only for the briefest service, and 
had little or no influence on the school 
life; but Thomas Arnold went to 
Rugby with the notion that every public 
school should make Christian men, and, 
having accepted the chaplain’s place 
though declining his pay, he made the 
chapel the chief means to that end,—in- 
stituting a Sunday morning lecture and 
preaching a sermon at the afternoon 
service. At first not many boys at-! 
tended, but gradually his earnestness 
swept every one into the chapel, and his 
sermons, though often above the com- 
prehension of the majority, raised the | 
tone of thought and purpose even in tue 
least susceptible. When printed they 
immediately took rank as a classic, and 
continue unto this day to be models of} 
good reasoning, and simple English, | 
as well as expressions of a pure and 
consecrated life. ‘* From them,” says 
Stanley, ‘‘a reader can derive the 
history of his whole mind, and 
of his whole management of the 
school. But to his hearers it was 
the man himself, there more than 
in any other place, concentrating all his 
various faculties and feelings on one sole 
object, combating evil face to face. He 
was still the simple-hearted and earnest 
man, laboring to win others to share in 
his personal feelings of disgust at sin, 
and love of goodness, and to trust to the 
same faith in which he hoped to live and 
die himself.” 

Sut outside the chapel, also, Arnold 
made the boys feel the sincerity of his 
life. He was not too familiar, and 
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though they saw him on the campus 
when their games were playing, over- 
heard him call them ‘* fellows” in con- 
versing with the masters, were wit- 
nesses of his tenderness to the very 
little boys, and were made aware of his 
personal interest in their welfare, yet 
they felt that he would correct their 
waywardness with a stern hand, and 
would not hesitate to suspend them from 
the school if they were harmful to its 
higher life. He recognized the fact 
that a great school has power for both 
good and evil; and he said. ** if one of 
these new boys should turn out ill, I 
think it would break my heart.” So he 
watched every boy, in his studies and at 
his games, carefully noting his native 
characteristics and the company he 
kept, and praised him discreetly or 
chastised him soundly as he deserved ; 
he imbued all his masters with his own 
spirit, and he made the sixth or upper 
form feel such a respect for his princi- 
ples, such a pride in the school, such a 


| sense of their own power to bless or

champions of law and order. 
influence reached far beyond Rugby, 
largely through the comments of Oxford 
men on the thoughtful manly-minded,

It was a great privilege to walk in the | 


level close where this man had walked 
and ruled his little empire, to visit the 
‘Island,’ the only elevation in the 
sward but no longer cut off by a brook, 
where the small boys were made to 
care for miniature gardens before the 
‘s doctor” came, to stand beneath the 
shadow of the tall elms where he 
stood to watch football or cricket 
matches, to lay one’s hand upon the 
door of ‘* the Doctor’s turret,’ and to 
set foot upon the threshold he so often 
crossed, to enter the old hall and 
stand by the fireplaces where the blaze 
once warmed the sixty boys of the 
school house and cast a ruddy light upon 
the doctor’s face as he stood to read the 
evening prayer, and to speak some 
needed word to the boys he loved the 
best in all the school. 

All within the building seems pretty 
much as it) was in his day. 
While modern luxuries have been intro- 
duced into English homes, English 
schools are by no means up to date in 
supplyiug creature comforts in food, 
rooms, or furniture.. The halls have av 
austere air, aud the * studies’ are not at 
‘all attractive except as the boys put up 
knick-knacks from home in the limited 
space. But the high ceilings, the mas- 
sive walls, the doors of solid oak, the 
carven posts and pillars, the rude flagged 
passages, the cloisters, give an air of 
solidity and of antiquity to the place, 
whose reaction upon scholarship and 
| character must be at once inspiring and 
solidifying. 

Rugby is one of nine great public 
schools in England, fitting boys for the 
universities. It was founded in 1567 
by Lawrence Sheriff, who built the 
school shown in the accompanying 
photograph, and endowed it with certain 
property in London, which now pro- 
duces an annual income of $30,000. 
Enlarged from time to time, the school 
now accommodates about 500 pupils. 
It has given to England such mem as 
Thomas Hughes, Matthew Arnold, 
Dean Stanley, A. H. Clough, and 
Walter Savage Landor. 

In one of the passages we read the 
present rules of the school. They seem 
somewhat strict, and the minute regula- 
tions of dress a bit absurd. But when

we remember the long gowns and bare 
heads and yellow stockings of Charter- 
house boys, the black gowns, tall hats 
and short jackets of Eton, and the white 
linen capes of Winchester, the Rugby 
regulations seem sensible enough. ‘All 
coats,” say the rules, ‘* must be black.” 
Colored cotton shirts, scarf pins, button- 
holes (boutonnieres, I suppose) and 
spats (cloth gaiters) are forbidden. 
Every boy must wear his house ribbon 
for the first two years. |The boys 
board in ‘* houses’? accommodating 30 
or 40, under a master whose name the 
house often takes.] Hat ribbons may 
be either the simple house ribbon, or, 
after the first two years, a black one.

Summer grey flannel trousers, flannel 
shirts and school blazers may be worn 
from dinner time to locking up, but 
must be changed at locking up (even- 
ing).

A particularly interesting novelty was the 
employwent cf cavalry in repulsing an at- 
tack py battleships, first put into use by the 
Spaniards at Mantanzas. From a lack of 
foresight on the part of the Spanish govern- 


| ment, the marceuvre did not receive a fair 


test in that instance. Had a pontoon bridge 
been furnished, with a derrick at the end by 
which the ships could have been reached, 
and the horsemen unloaded upon their decks, 
it might have succeeded. Of course some 
arrangement with the Americans would 
bave been necessary, Whereby they agreed 
not to move their vessels. 

A half mile of intervening water is an in- 
surmountable article to the effectual use of 
the sabre upon the enemy, and, moreover, it 
is doubtful that they would make much im- 
pression upon the armor of amodern war- 
ship. Therefore, unless some means is de- 
vised by which, in the first place, the cavalry 
can reach the ships, and in the second place, 
get a foothold upon their decks, the idea of 
cavalry vs. men-of-war must be stricken 
from the tactics books. A squad of cavalry 
charging down the deck, scattering the crew 
in all directions, sabering the turrets and 
stabbing the ventilators, is an inspiring pic-

FLOATING BUTCHER'S SHOP. 

The great meat concerns of the United 
States, as well as the government itself, 
have done some unheard of and wonderful 
things recently in the way of refrigeration 
and of f-eding an army in the field, as well 
asa fighting navy, ona fresh meat diet As 
extraordinary as this may seem, a more un- 
usual circumstance is now transpiring ip the 
voyage of the battle ships Oregon and Lowa, 
which are at present beyond Bahia, Brazil, 
on their way to Manila. Accompanying 
them is the supply ship Celtic, which left 
New York with the fleet about three weeks 
ago. The Celticis a veritable floating store 
and warehouse, filled with needed supplies 
of every kind r quired by a man-o’-war and 
its crew on along voyage through varying 
climates But the chief interest of this novel 
ship centers in her meat stores and refriger- 
ating chambers. 

Before leaving New York there were put 
into her hold 250,000 pounds of fresh frozen 
beef, 25,000 pounds of fresh frozen mutton 
apd 250,000 pounds of vegetables. These 
sup lies are so arranged that the battle ships 
can atany time take from the cargo what- 
ever meat and vegetables are needed for the 
mess during the long voyage to the Philip- 
pines. These stores were placed on board 
for the use of the flret’s men. Such a thing 
is unparalleled and unheard of in naval 
history. And it has been left to this govern- 
ment und to one of the greatest packing com- 
panies to store up and send with a fl-et on 
the longest voyage of record a ship loaded 
with fresh supplies from which the officers 
and crew can be fed, the same as on land, in 
any climate. She leftin company with the 
Oregon and the Iowa, and will feed them 
en route as they go. 

Besides being novel in naval history, itis 
a new departure in the meat trade. The 
meat was specially gotten up for this ship- 
ment. It was sewn in cheesecloth, frozen in 
Chicago, and brought from there to New 
York in refrigerator cars in a frozen state. 
To thus waintain carcases of beef in a frozen 
state during so long a freight journey isa 
big undertaking in itself. It is seldom at. 
tempted by the largest and best equipped 
companies even for a shorter distance. The 
cargo was loaded ina frozen state, and will 
be kept at afmgid temperature until-it is 
consumed or the residue landed at Manila. 
Before the ships—after touching at Hono- 
lulu—reach their destination, the store sbip 
Celtic will have performed the most wonder- 
ful voyage iu the world’s history in the meat 
line. She will have carried in her hold and 
through all climates a cargo of frozen fresh 
meats over the longest voyage of a meat ship 
in existence. She will have demonstrated 
the limitiess possibilities of refrigeration and 
of nautical cold storage for distributing the 
world’s surplus meats and provisions to 
those clim:s and peoples who require them. 
This voyage of the war ships and of their 
floating store, the Celtic, will take more 
than 100 days. Heretofore a voyage of 60 
days for a frozen meat ship has been re- 
garded as a marvel in trade circles. The 
whole affair is one of great credit to the 
government at Washington and to Nelson 
Morris & Co., the contractors. The possibili- 
ties in the case indicate indefinite expansion 
for the meat and provision industries of the 
United States, and the meat trade is under 
obligations to the commendable daring ol 
our officials and of our enterprising business 
concerns — National Provisioner.

Julius Cesar was assassinated when he 
had almost comp!eted the task of consotidat- 
ing the administration and dominion of the 
Roman empire, and his death opened the 
way to that despotism and corruption which 
ultimately undid his work. Henry of Na-

France, but Europe, and William the Silent 
also fell when he was on the point of uniting 
the Netherland provinces into a compact bar- 
rier against the encroachments of Spain. 

In English history Lord Clive died at the 
moment when be was the ope man who 
could have saved the Anierican colonies and 
kept the Anglo-Saxon race united, but there 
is the case of Mirabeau. He was literally 
the one man in France who could have 
averted the horrors of the revolution, saved 
and reformed the monarchy and so spared 
Europe the murderous career of Napoleon 
and all the devastation it brought. If he had 
lived ten or even five years longer, the his- 
tory not only of France, but of Europe and 
the world, would have been different. It is 


in fact sufficient to say that he would have 
made both Robespierre and Napoleon im- 
possible.— Strand Magazine.

The relinquishment of Cuba; the cession of 
Porto Rico; cession of the Philippines with 
$20,000,000 as compensation; plans for the 
cession of the Philippines and the return of 
Spanish prisoners in the hands of the Taga- 
los; the cession of all Spanish property and 
war stores in the Philippines; renunciation 





by both nations of their respective claims 
against each other and the citizens of each 
other; accordance of Spanish trade and sbip- 
ping in the Philippines the same treatment 
as American trade and shipping for10 years; 
release by Spain of all prisoners of war held 
by her and political prisoners held for of- 
fenses committed in the colonies acquired by 
the United States; guarantee of equal rights 
of remaining Cuba; 
religious freedom in the Philippines and 
guaranteed equal rights to all churches; 
provisions for the composition of courts and 
other tribunals in Cuba and Porto Rico; 
continuance for tive years of Spanish copy- 
rights in the ceded territories, with Spanish 
books admitted free of duty; provisions for 
the establishment of consulates by Spain in 
the ceded territories; grant to Spanish com- 
merce in Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines of the same treatment as American for 
10 years, Spanish shipping to be treated as 
coasting vessels; stipulations -that the obli- 
gations of the United States to Spanish 
citizens and property in Cuba shall termin- 
ate with the withdrawal of the United States

Some Peculiar Snow Bills. 

The selectmen received some decidedly 
peculiar bills in connection with the break- 
ing out of the roads after the heavy snow 
storm of three weeks ago. Of late years 
they have allowed anyone to break out a 
road without waiting for orders, when it 
was necessary to make the road safe to 
travel, but from the bills handed in the 
other day there is a strong suspicion that in 
numerous instances the only “necessity” 
was that of the worker to get a few cents in 
his pocket. For some of the bills were 
ridiculously small, considerably less than a 
dollar, and apparently some of those were 
padded all they would stand; as for instance, 
when two men charged for five hours each 
in clearing a path from the highway toa 
certain schoolhouse which stands less than 
60 feet from the road. Another man brought 
in a bill for making a path to the highway 
from his barn, which stood some distance 
back, but the selectmen drew the line at 
that. There was a time when residents in 
the ont districts hitched up their teams after 
a snow storm and met their neighbors half 
way in breaking out the roads, but the 
custom that has prevailed for the past few 
years seems to have brought about a condi- 
tion which enables every man who can wield 
a shovel to get a whack at the town treasury 
after a snow storm. 





Wednesday morning was the coldest of 
the season, the mercury registering 20° below 
zero. Water pipes suffered the customary 
penalty, and the demand on the coal bins 
and wood piles was heavy. Yesterday was 
not nearly so cold, but this morning zero 
was touched again.

Dubuque Law Case in Court. 


The first case to be tried under the new 
Dubuque law in the district court of 
Eastern Hampden was heard Monday, when 
Walker & Kelly of Thorndike appeared 
against Joseph Woisard. The original 
claim was $1446, and they were willing to 
accept payment on the installment plan at 
$1 per week; but Woisard wanted the bill 
cut down to about $9, when he would pay 
50 cents per week. When the case was 
entered judgment was found for the plain- 
tiffs in the sum of $27.48. At the hearing it 
was developed that Woisard has two ehil- 
dren working in the mills at Thorndike, and 
is receiving a pension of $12a month. After 
considering the matter Judge Leach ordered 
him to pay $5 within a week, and $5 every 
three months until the entire amount of 
principal and costs is liquidated, with 
interest on the unpaid balances, If pay- 
ment is not made as ordered, Woisard is 
liable to imprisonment for 14 days for con- 
tempt of court for each failure to pay.

GEN. GRANT RAN. 


WHEN 


In September, 1875, there was a reunion 
of the army of the Cumberland at Utica, 
N. Y., at which President Grant, Gen. 
Sherman, Gen. Hooker, Gen. Slocum and 
Gov. Seymour were present. Long and loud 
cries arose for ‘Grant! Grant!’’ who slowly 
rising from his chair, expressed his pleasure 
at being with his friends, but his dislike at 
being asked to speak, and his diftidence in 
doing so. 

“But there are those,’ he added, dryly 
and pointing to Sherman and others, ‘* who 
are not troubled with any sort of diffidence.” 

The three generals present made witty, 
telling speeches, and then arose cries for 
“Seymour! Seymour!” The governor who 
had been the defeated democratic candidate 
against Grant for the presidency in 1868, 
came forward and said: 

“J think I have some soldierly traits my- 
self; at all events, Gen. Grant, you must 
acknowledge that in a little contest you aud 
I had a few years ago, ycu ran a great deal 
better and farther than I did.” 

This telling allusion to the presidential 


contest brought down the house. Gen. 
Grant, convulsed with laughter, rose and 
bowed his acknowledgements.— Youth's 
Companion.

Principal Events of the Past Week in Palmer and 


the Neighboring Towns. 


PALMER HISTORY GLEANINGS.

the Indian Chief. 


Who has not stood, during some hazy 
autumn morning, on some mountain height 
and caught the outlines of other heights 
through the haze across the stretch of inter- 
vening valleys, and verily prayed that 
the mist would clear away and reveal 
to him the full glories’ of the 
far-reaching landscapes? But wishing 
and praying were of no avail, and the 
mountain climber turned away disap- 
pointed. 

This in some manner illustrates the 
glimpses we catch now and then of the 
scenes and the actors which flitted across 
the horizon of our town’s early history. 
How much the lover of olden days has 
to regret on account of the sparseness of 
many accounts which have come down to us. 

Among these shadowy outlines of the past 
is the story of Pottaquattuck, chief of a 
Quaboag clan, whose memory has_ been 
handed down from the first settlers of 
Palmer. Heis said to have hadaclaim to 
land in the vicinity of the mountain which is 
supposed to have been named in his honor. 
He was alluded to as the ‘Good Chief,” one 
who admired the whites and always be- 
friended them. He is represented to have 
held sway over aclan of the Quaboags, but 
his exact home residence is not known. 
Certain claims were bought of him in the 
north part of the town and paid for in install- 
ments from the productions of the farms. It 
is related that in a certain season the crops 
were a failure. When le came around for 
his annual dues, and the matter was laid 
before him, he readily consented to wait for 
more favorable times for his pay. He was 
always well entertained by the settlers here 
and had fishing privileges for himself and 
followers in the then well-stocked streams of 
Palmer. Wigwam brook, which has its 
source on or near the farm now owned by 
Mr. Rufus Flynt, doubtless took its name 
from the fact that his clan used to pitch 
their wigwams on its banks and fish in its 
quiet pools. 


Pottaquattuck, 


The chief is said to have died in Palmer 
during one of his annual visits, and was 
buried beside the great Indian trail which 
crossed the farm once owned by George 
Brown. His funeral was largely attended 
by the settlers as well as his own peopie, 
who thus attested their esteem by the last 
honors puid him. 

For many years the diminished remnants 
of his clan paid occasional visits to their old 
haunts in Palmer, and were always kindly 
entertained. Mrs. Chester Hastings who 
was born in 1790, and lived to be 92 years old, 
used to say that when she was a girl some of 
the remnants of Pottaquattuck’s men used 
to come along, when the elder William Fitz- 
gerald cooked large quantities of corn mush 
and fed them, making quite a feast, to their 
intense satisfaction. 

The early settlers of Palmer had little to 
fear save from an occasional band of strange 
Indians who crossed the town by way of 
their old time trails; but nothing very 
serious ever happened on their account. 
However, in the early settlement a raid from 
the Connecticut river Indians was feared, 
when a rade fort or stockade was erected 
near the junction of the trails on the present 
farm of George Mooers, where the 
whites were prepared for them, but the 
invasion was averted, it is said, by the good 
offices of Pattegnattuck, who represented 
that the settlers had come into peaceful and 
just possession of the lands, and ought not 
to be disturbed. It is not known precisely 
where the generous-hearted old chief reposes, 
otherwise we would gladly mark his resting 
place with some suitable tablet. But thanks 
to the friendships which he made in other 
days, bis name survives in the monumental 
mountain which will be more enduring than 
bronze or graven marble and will perpetuate 
his name forever. 

The supercritical may wish to discredit the 
story of Pattaquattuck, and relegate it to 
the department of the mythical; but when 
we consider that the story has been handed 
down through so many sources with little 
variation, we are bound to pay respect to the 
recital. I have gathered the above mostly 
from the descendants of the first settlers, 
who heard the same thing often repeated in 
childhood, most of whom have passed away. 
I have also been informed by an acquaint- 
ance that he had read the same account in 
some old out-of-the-way book, years ago, but 
has forgotten the title and the author. So it 
seems we ought to allow Pattaquattuck to 
pass into the realms of historic fact. We 
have his grave and his towering monument, 
“rock ribbed and ancient as the sun,’’—let 
us respect them. 


Death of Mrs. C. G. Needham of Wales. 


Mrs. Betsey Needham, wifes of Charles G. 
Needham, died Monday morning after a 
linge: ‘g illness with acancer. The funeral 
was held Wednesday afternoon at her late 
residence, Revs. George Camp and H. P. 
Smith conducting the services. The choir 
sang “Nearer, My God, to Thee,”’ by special 
request, this being a favorite hymn of the 
deceased. She several times repeated a 
sentence closing with the words ‘All is 
rest,” and Rev. Mr. Smith composed a hymn 
with that for the leading thought, which he 
sang as a solo, assisted by the choir. Mrs. 
Needham leaves a husband and one brother, 
Milton Soule of Stafford, and a host of 
friends, as all who knew her loved her. 
She was a quiet, retired woman, but with a 
kind word for all, and never so happy as 
when engaged in a service for some neighbor 
or friend. Her loss will be keenly felt. Mr. 
Needham has the sympathy of a large circle 
of friends in bis severe bereavement. 


A Ware Family’s Narrow Escape from 


Death. 


Mrs. George W. Wright and her two chil- 
dren of Ware narrowly escaped death by 
asphyxiation Monday night. Mr. Wright 
had gone to Palmer, and his wife and chil- 
‘ren being alone in the house had retired 
varly in the evening. During the night the 
gas escaped from a coal stove and filled the 
room where they were sleeping, nearly 
suffocating them. Mrs Wright was not 
entirely overcom: and menaged to raise a 
window. Mr. Wright returned about 2 
o’clock in the morning, and with the help 
of a physician succeeded in: reviving onem 
so that they are entirely out of danger. 


Freight Wreck at North Wilbraham. 


There was a small wreck at North Wilbra- 
ham in the Cutler Company’s yard Wednes- 
day morning, when three freight cars 
collided with each other on account of a 


misplaced switch. One of the cars was 
totally destroyed and the other two con- 
siderably damaged.

COMMISSIONERS GIVE HEARING 
On Petition to Relocate the Bounds of 
South Main Street in Palmer. 

The county commissioners gave a hearing 
in the district court room in Palmer on 
Tuesday on the petition of L. H. Conant and 
others for the establishing of the bounds of 
South Main street in Palmer, from the 
bridge over the tracks of the Boston and 
Albany road to Fay’s bridge at the Monson 
line. Sickman and Ken- 
drick, with Special Commissioner Burr of 
Ludlow, were present.

read the petition, and H. A. Barker pre- 
sented a map of the survey taken. Mr. 
Conant was called and stated that he had 
property abutting the highway and would 
like to have the bounds definitely settled. 
Harvey Carey also stated that he owned 
property along said highway. President 
Grosvenor of the Palmer and Monson 
Electric Railway Company said that his 
company had not instigated the petition, 
and knew nothing about it until the publi- 
cation of it; the electric road would be 
built through this street within six months, 
and the present was a favorable time to 
settle boundary lines and pay land damages, 
if any were to arise, as after the road was 
built property values would undoubtedly 
increase. As a citizen be asked that all 
streets and highways be laid out and deter- 
mined, as a work of public concern. There 
being no desire to continue the hearing after 
a view, the hearing was closed as far as 
the indoor session was concerned, and all 
parties adjourned to view the grounds. 

There is very little difference between the 
recent survey and the present boundaries— 
only a matter of a few inches here 
and there where fences have became 
moved — until the grounds of the 
Eastern Hampden Agricultural Society are 
reached, where the fence is found to be 
about 18 inches outside the bounds, the 
society being entitled to that much of the 
present highway. At Harvey Carey’s place 
the stone wall in front of his home lot is 
about two feet in the highway, while the 
fence on the other side of the street is about 
three feet in the road. Two of G. N. 
Stone’s sheds at Tenneyville are in the 
road, one four and the other eight feet. 
T. J. Chalk claims that if the road is 
widened across the ‘'Fay flat’’ as proposed it 
will take a considerable strip of land from 
him, but as the road there was originally 
laid out 60 feet wide, though never worked 
half that distance, it would seem that the 
various owners of the property have been 
for years harvesting crops on the 
property.

WASHINGTON'S CHRISTMAS. 


George Washington ate his first presi- 
dential Christmas dinner in the house which 
stood at Pearl and Cherry streets, Franklin 
square, in this city, says the New York Mail 
and Express. There were present, besides 
the president, Mrs. Washington, her grand- 
children and a few invited guests. Six 
years before this time he had laid down 
his office as commander-in-chief of the 
army. How little he expected the honors 
that were in store for him is evidenced by a 
letter which he wrote to Baron Steuben, on 
December 23, 1783. ‘This is the last letter I 
shall write,’’ he says, “in the service of my 
country. The hour of my resignation is 
fixed at 12 to-day, after which I shall be- 
come a private citiz‘n on the banks of the 
Potomac.” 

It is interesting to recall the fact that he 
reached Mount Vernon, after having re- 
signed, on Christmas eve, and was there 
snow-aud-ice-bound by weather so severe 
that he was unable to visit even his aged 
mother, who lived in Fredericksburg. ‘The 
scene of his resignation in the Christmas 
season is worth recalling. 

Gen. Washington appeared in the hall of 
Congress clad in a dark-brown cloth suit, 
which is distinctly said to have been of 
American manufacture. His sword was 
steel hilted, his stockings were of white 
silk, and a plain pair of silver buckles 
adorned his shoes. His hair was, of course, 
powdered and in “bag and solitairs.’” The 
members of Congress sat with their hats on, 
as they still do in Parliament. Gen. Wash- 
ington, conducted by the secretary of Con- 
gress, formally made his resignation to the 
president, concluding: ‘I consider it an in- 
dispensible duty to close this last solemn act 
of my official life by commending the 
interests of our dearest country to the pro- 
tection of Almighty God; and those who 
have superintendance of them to his holy 
keeping.” Scarcely less graceful was the 
reply of the president, whose prophetic 
words were; “You return from the theater 
of action with the blessings of your fellow- 
citizens, but the glory of your virtues will 
not terminate with your military commands, 
but it will continue to animate remotest 
ages.”

WASHINGTON'’S CHRISTMAS. 


George Washington ate his first presi- 
dential Christmas dinner in the house which 
stood at Pearl and Cherry streets, Franklin 
square, in this city, says the New York Mail 
and Express. There were present, besides 
the president, Mrs. Washington, her grand- 
children and a few invited guests. Six 
years before this time he had laid down 
his office as commander-in-chief of the 
army. How little he expected the honors 
that were in store for him is evidenced by a 
letter which he wrote to Baron Steuben, on 
December 23, 1783. ‘This is the last letter I 
shall write,’ he says, ‘in the service of my 
country. The hour of my resignation is 
fixed at 12 to-day, after which I shall be- 
come a private citizen on the banks of the 
Potomac.” 

It is interesting to recall the fact that he 
reached Mount Vernon, after having re- 
signed, on Christmas eve, and was there 
snow-and-ice-bound by weather so severe 
that he was unable to visit even his aged 
mother, who lived in Fredericksburg. The 
scene of his resignation in the Christmas 
season is worth recalling. 

Gen. Washington appeared in the hall of 
Congress clad in a dark-brown cloth suit, 
which is distinctly said to have been of 
American manufacture. His sword was 
steel hilted, his stockings were of white 
silk, and a plain pair of silver buckles 
adorned his shoes. His hair was, of course, 
powdered and in “bag and solitairs.”’ The 
members of Congress sat with their hats on, 
as they still do in Parliament. Gen. Wash- 
ington, conducted by the secretary of Con- 
gress, formally made his resignation to the 
president, concluding: “I consider it an in- 
dispensible duty to close this last solemn act 
of my official life by commending the 
interests of our dearest country to the pro- 
tection of Almighty God; and those who 
have superintendance of them to his holy 
keeping.” Scarcely less graceful was the 
reply of the president, whose prophetic 
words were: “You return from the theater

JOHN WANAMAKER AS A TEACHER.
